In 1880 he 
was admitted to the Massachusetts Bar and 
in 1900 was appointed a member of the Board 
of Bar Examiners. He was made chairman 
of the board in 1903. In 1931 he resigned 
from the board. 

As chairman of the Board of Bar Examin- 
ers he worked to make stricter the qualifica 
tions for the bar. 

In Cambridge he was formerly active in 
politics. He was elected in 1902 chairman of 
the Nonpartisan Municipal party of that 
city. He stirred things up in Cambridge poli- 
tics in 1903 when he publicly charged that 
the administration in the city was corrupt. 

In 1908 he was chosen president of the 
Cambridge Club and in the same year was 
elected president of the Boston Phillips 
Andover Alumni Association. In 1909 he was 
appointed a commissioner to promote uni- 
formity in legislation. In 1911 he was elected 
to the executive committee of the American 
Bar Association. 

With a special committee representing six 
other States, he aided in framing the Uniform 
Workmen’s Compensation act. At one time 
he announced that he was in favor of mar- 
riage intention notices being made public. 
He was a vice president of the International 
Law Association which held conferences at 
The Hague. He had been an able contributor 
to the Harvard Law Review. 

He was married twice, his first wife being 
Mary Persis Bell, who died in 1930. He is sur- 
vived by his second wife, Mrs. Winifred 
Campbell Bailey of Montreal. 

Funeral services will be held at three, 
Sunday afternoon at the First Church, 
Unitarian, Harvard square, Cambridge. Rev.

The Sar 

The Norwegian expedition of 1910 
proved definitely that the Sargasso 
sea does not contain a mass of marine 
plants so dense and thick that sailing 
ships venturing therein are held indefi- 
nitely without the power to free them- 
selves. The position of the Sargasso 
sea varies with the winds and cur- 
rents, but 1s approximately 20 to 35 
degrees north and 80 to 70 degrees 
west. There is no record of any other 
places where derelict vessels might be 
detained, though there are areas in 
the Pacific, Indian and Antarctic sim- 
{lar to the Sargasso sea In the At- 
lantic. 


First Use of Milk Bottles

that the earliest date of which it has 
record for the use of glass bottles

A fete Mrs. Post: I would not think 
of disagreeing with your more 
than positive disapproval of the hos. 
tess who serves herself first, but 1 
would very much like you to answer 
in your column whether you would 
hot reconsider the strictness of your 
ruling under the following circum- 
stances: Last evening at a dinner 
party in the house of a very distin- 
guished lady of best social position, 
the dinner progressed precisely ac- 
cording to your approved conyen- 
tions, Every dish was presented first 
to the guest of honor—a somewhat 
elderly lady, who of course sat on the 
right of the host. All went beautiful- 
ly until after the tce cream when a 
layer cake was proffered to this guest 
of honor, who not seeing clearly with- 
out her glasses, helped herself to a 
slice. No one else took any because 
the cake swarmed with tiny red ants! 
3ut the guest of honor ate a mouthful 
before her neighbor at dinner warned 
her to eat no more. Now, dear Mrs, 
Post, what have you to say against | 
the wisdom of having the hostess help | 
herself first, after that? Do you think 
a rule that can permit such an unfor- 
tunate result still worth defending? | 
Do you take dares? Will you accept 
mine and answer me In print? 

Answer: Of course I will! I am 
willing to admit that the situation | 
could hardly have been more unpleas- 
ant, but T cannot see that it presents | 
an argument for a change in the con- | 
vention of hospitality. If a hostess 
have untrained and unresponsible 
servants, who cannot be trusted to 
serve food decently, then she should 
have every dish presented to her for 
her careful inspection, or perhaps, 
better yet, have it placed in front of 
her on the table so that she herself 
may serve it. 

But that this accident happened on 
perhaps one occasion in a hundred | 
millions would be no excuse for the | 
rudeness of all the millions of other 
hostesses in helping themselves first | 
to dishes, which they have every rea- 
son to believe have not the slightest 
chance of being the playground of an 
ant colony. Of course, if we were all 
to live again in the crude days of 
frontier towns, then it would be prop- 
er to go back to the customs of those 
days. But tf we take it for granted | 
that our food is eatable, then the 
fundamental principle of courtesy de- 
mands that we offer to our guest of | 
honor first choice of whatever we may 
have.

Against France, Spain 

Englund, in 761. declared war 
against both France and Spain. She 
lost no time in renewing her attentions 
to the Spanish colonies, On an Octo 
ber day in t762 4 British tleet under 
Admiral Samuel Cornish reached Ma 
nila with troops of whom General tra 
per was {pn command The entire 
force numbered about 6.000 tneluding 
2,000) Sepoys There was then no 
Spanish cuptuin general so the de 
mand for surrender was made on the 
Roman Catholic archbishop, 

Manila was little prepured for re 
sistance. What fortifications she tad 
were built to keep off the Morus or 
the Chinese pirates, oot a heuvily 
armed Kuropean fleet. with what were 
then considered powerful butteries 


General Draper made a tanding and 
advanced on the city under cover ot 
artillery fire A picked native force 


which was sent against him was driven 
back in wild disorder. ‘The arehbish 
op, deploring the shedding of blood 
surrendered the city. lor three hours 
Manila was given over to pillage and 
the Sepoys committed all the excesses 
forbidden under the rules of civilized 
warfare. On the protests of the pre 
late the Buglish commanders made the 
troops desist 

An outstanding figure at this crisis 
was Simon de Anda, a judge and pa 
triot leader, He maintained that the 
archbishop bad no authority and 
should sot huve surrendered if he had 
it. He notified the English that the 
people of the Philippines repudiated 
all terms of the surrender, especially 
the promise to pay $4,000,000 in gold.

The 
war between [Hngland and Spain was 
ended by the Treaty of Paris in 1763. 


Copyrights Are Granted 


to Protect the Authors 

A copyright Is ua right granted by 
law to protect the author of a literary 
or musical composition or a producer 
of a dramatic or artistic work. The 
original term of a copyright Is 28 years 
from date of entry. Provision is made 
for its extension for a second term of 
28 years, and such extension is obtain 
able not only by the author, but by his 
widow (or widower) or children, or, ff 
these be not living. by his executors 
his next of kin, or, in the case of a 
composite work, by the proprietor If 
it is a work upon which copyright was 
originally obtained by the present pro 
prietor. This protects his work from 
plagarism for the period in which the 
copyright ts operative. It offers the 
same protection to the author of lit 
erury composition that a patent offers 
the inventor. 

A royalty {s compensation which the 
holder of a copyright or a patent com 
mands for the use of his work It Is 
usually made in the form of a propor 
tional payment on sales, as to an au- 
thor or tnventor for each copy of a 
work or each article sold.

U. S.-Canada Boundary 
Through Center of Lakes 


The boundary between the United 
States and Canada runs throngh the 
center of the four border lakes and 
thelr connecting channels (Lake Mich- 
igan, of course, being entirely within 
the United States); and Jurisdiction 
over the Inkes is shared by the two 
countries, says the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer, 

Both countries have an tnterest In 
maintaining the natural level of the 
lakes in order to keep the water pow- 
er at Sault Ste. Marie and at Niagara 
undiminished, and tn order that the 
depth of harbors and the channels con- 
necting the lakes may not be lessened. 

There ts a permanent International 
Waterways commission, consisting of 
three Americans and three Canadians, 
that has contro) of the waters of the 
lakes for power and other purposes, 

Within the territory of the United 
States shipping and navigation are 
subject to the same laws and regula- 
tions as prevail on the other natural 
waterways of the United States, On 
the Canadian side shipping observes 
the Canadian laws. Each country 
provides the necessary alds to navl- 
gation at its own ports, 


Fresh Water in Panama Canal 

Fresh water from Gatun Inke and 
the streams which feed the Madden 
dam and other reservoirs serve the 
Panama canal locks, The upper 
reaches of the cunai are high above 
sea levels while the water in the Atlan- 
tie and Pacific oceuns is at the low 
level and the locks must be fed from 
the highest level [It has cost millions 
to build and operate the dams and res- 
ervoirs, It {8 not necessary to have 
fresh water. although fresh water ts 
lighter and exerts less pressure on the 
lock gates. Fresh water is used be 
cause of its availability in relation to 
gravity. 


Balloon “Birds” Aid Flyers 
Huge balloons in the form of gro- 
tesque birds are used by the British 


army «ir corps in training flyers. 
These alr “ghosts” demonstrate how 
wind currents act, and when one of 
them blunders into the backwash 


from a plane propeller. the ghost's mo- 
tions show vividly the action of the 
alr and its direction. Free balloons 
might serve the same purpese, but 
the ghosts amuse while instructing.—

The 1934 Nation-wide sale of Christmas 
Seals opened Thanksgiving Day. Throughout 
Essex County more than 3,000,000 Christmas | 
Seals will be released through the mails by 
the Essex County Health Association in its 
annual drive to raise funds to combat tuber 
culosis 

The story of the Christmas Seal dates 
back to the year 1904 when a Danish postal 
clerk, Einar Holbell, conceived the idea of 
decorating Christmas letters and packages 
with a penny seal to raise money for a much 
needed hospital in Copenhagen. The idea 
seemed practical and the first Christmas seal | 
was designed and placed for sale in the post 
offices. The generous citizens of Denmark 
yurchased enough seals to finance the build- 


was raised. The pavilion was built. As a re- 
sult of this success Miss Bissell was able to in 
duce the aathorities of the American Red 
Cross to undertake a nation-wide sale of 
tuberculosis Christmas stamps in 190°. In 
fluenced by her stimulating leadership, 
women’s clubs, religicus groups, various 
publications, as well as local Red Cross chap- 
ters gave to the sale their support. By such 
}united and enthusiastic eficrt more than 
$135,000 was raised in this, the first national 
sale. The American Red Cross conducted the 
annual sales until 1920 when the National 
Tuberculosis Association took over the sale 
There is no longer any sale of Red Cross 
seals in the United States

The Fenians 

Fenian, or Fenian society, ig a pop- 
ular name for the Irish Republic 
Brotherhood, or I. R, B., a political 
association of Irish-Americans organ- 
{zed for the overthrow of British au- 
thority in Ireland and the establish- 
ment of a republic. The name was 
derived from ‘“fiann,” a company of 
legendary warriors in Ireland under 
the leadership of the mythical hero, 
Finn MacCumaill. The modern 
Fenian movement, adopting the name 
of the anclent military association, had 
its first seat among the Irish popula- 
tion in America, which had largely tn- 
creased since the great famine and 
exodus of 1846 to 1847. The soclety 
was founded in this country by John 
O'Mahoney tn 1858. The principal ob- 
ject of the brotherhood was to supply 
money and arms to the Irish cause, 
and in this country the ability to bear 
arms was not a necessary qualifica- 
tlon, The establishment of the Irish 
Free State removed the reason for ex- 
istence of the brotherhood, and it ts 
now practically extinet.

Disgraceful Birds 
There are exceptions in the birds 
world, one being the graceful hoopoe, 
for this bird keeps its nest in a dis- 
graceful condition.

Location of White House 
Chosen by French Major 


The White House was the first pub 
lic bullding erected tn Washington, the 
corner stone being laid October 13 
1702. The site wus selected by Major 
L’Enfant, French engineer, who 
pared the plan for the eity, and was 
approved by Washington, The archl- 
tect was James Hoban, a native of Lre 
land. The design, tn classic style, 18 


said to have been suggested by the 
duke of Leinster's palace in Dublin 
It was first occupied by President 
Adams in November, 1800, although 
some of the interior construction, not 
ably the finish of the east room had | 
not been completed. The east and 


west terraces were constructed in Jef 
ferson’s administration. 


On August 24, 1814, the White House | 


was burned by UWritish forces which 
had captured Washington, The inte 
rior and purt of the walls were de 
stroyed. The work 
wis begun in the spring of 1815, and 
President Monroe moved in tn Decem 
ber, 1817. ‘The south portico was com 
pleted in 1824 and the north in 1829 
In 1869 the east terrace was removed 
xcept for green houses on the west 
terrace, no other important structural 
changes were wade until 1902 when 
congress appropriated money for a 
new building for the President's of 
fices; this building was enlarged in 
1910, Several uttic rooms were fitted 
up during the Wilson administration 
In 1927 the old roof and ceilings of 
the second floor were removed and 
replaced with fireproof construction. 


Yellowstone Park Once 


Was a Land of Mystery | 


To the Indian, the Yellowstone park 
was a land of mystery, often shunned 
Possibly because evil spirits were pre 
sumed to lurk in its spouting geysers 
and its steuming springs, possibly be. 
cause the land was given to strange 
rumblings and awesome eruptions, 
more probably because more game was 
found in the lower valleys, the abort- 
gines left the Yellowstone very much 
alone. Few human eyes caught tts 
wonders before the day of Jim Bridger 
and his coonskin-capped contempora- 
ries, the American and French fur 
trappers, says a writer in the Detroit 
News. 

The characteristic yellow walls of 
the great canyon of the Yellowstone 
river, only one of the wonders of the 
park, furnished the Indians with a 
name for the areu and before the first 
trappers came, the French fur-trappers 
already bad translated the Indian de 
scription tnto “Roche Jaune,” of Yel 
low-Stone, in referring to the awesome 
land of which the Indians told, 

it remained for John Colter, whose 
Journey of 1807 brought him the repu 
tation of being the first white man to 
reach the Yellowstone, and to Jim 
Bridger, the famous scout who fol 
lowed him. to popularize the area. But 
a description of so many marvels as 
Bridger and Colter reported left the 
folks back home tn the frontier town 
of St. Louts, Mo.. coldly skeptical. 


St. Denis 

St. Denis, the patron saint of France. 
especially during the centuries of the 
old monarchy, is Known tn history as 
Dionysius, the first bishop of Paris. 
In the year 270 he and his companions 
suffered martyrdom, The bishop's 
body was buried at a spot about five 
miles north of Paris. Somewhat later 
a chapel was built over the grave and 
it was a place for pilgrimages during 
the Fifth and Sixth centuries, In the 
year 680 King WDagobert built an ab 
bey there, and later buildings of like 
kind still stand there. One is occupied 
by a school for daughters of members 
of the Legion of Honor, founded by 


Napoleon |, A town grew up about 
the spot. known then as now as St 
Denis. Once it was held to be the 


military key of Paris. Today
